TO BE INTERESTING STUDY

Paper on "Our Class Work in Donwjrtic Science" by Nellie Mc- 


Clanahan, Which Was Read at the Orange Institute 


is Widely Praised. 


The paper on the theme, "Our 


Class Work in Domestic Science," 
by Nellie McClanhan which was. read 
at the Orange institute recently, has 
been widely praised by those who 
heard it. The paper follows: 


This year in Domestic Science we 


have had a good time. In saying this 
I hope that no disparagement is east 
upon our class spirit or manage- 
ment, but the highest praise 
be- 


stowed upon each." Unless we get 
some enjoyment from a subject there 
is little reason for studying it. ,Last 
Fall I took Domestic Science merely 
to get the necessary numher.of cre- 
dits and yet avoid J'-hysics. ~.I di(i-, 
covered, greatly to my.surprise, that 
I almost liked the study of cooking 
and sewing, although I had formerly 
regarded a life filled with the routine 
of housework to be as tedious and 
monotonous as breaking stone under 
the warden's supervision, up at Mich- 
igan City. 


Our class is composed .of 
ten 


girls, recruited from 
the seventh, 


eighth, ninth, and eleventh grades, 
and ranging in age from twelve to 
sixteen years. This dissimiliarty— 
unfair since it gives the older girls 
a slight advantage—is unavoidable 
because no other arrangement is 
possible. 
We have a forty-minute 


recitation period each Thursday and 
Friday and take cooking and sewing 


alternate weeks. In both sub- 


jects the work is in two divisions; 
lectures and experiments; that is, 
theory and practice. 


When we began lecture work in 


sewing we studied textiles in a gen- 
eral way and 
then learned 
the 


conditions surrounding the growth 
and riianufacture of each of the four 
fabrics, cotton, 
linen", 
silk, 
and 


wool.' 'From this we proceeded 
to 


the history of spuming and weaving 
and found that weaving probably be- 
gan with the mats and baskets which 
the pre-historic 
women made 
of 


rushes—how the people of the Orient 
wove fine linens and tapestries on 
their Crude looms, many hundreds of 
years ago—in 
what 
manner 
the 


spinning: wheel anfl loom 'Were useid 
by the early .New. Engenders—and, 
lastly, we reviewed the slow evolu- 
tion of methods' -which resulted in 
the 
complex, 
high-powered 


machinery-; found 
in- modern mills.
